THE FINAL break between the 
two men was a shoddy affair. 
Kollek had backed City Engineer 
Amnon Niv in planning disputes 
the latter had been having with 
Benveniati, Niv‘’s direct superior. 
One day in July, after learning 
that Niv had argued against the 
position οἵ the Municipal Planning 
Department on the question of an 
underground parking lot before 
the District Commission, 
Benvenisti impulsively cailed on 
Kollek and told him he would not 


be able to continue his planning 
responsibilities in thia kind of 
situation. Before Benvenisti had 
time to cool off, his intention to 
resign was approved by Kollek’s 
office. 

When Benvenisti formally sub- 
mitted his resignation at a subse- 
quent City Council meeting, 
Kollek told the council that 
Benvenisti could stay on as deputy 
mayor for the remainder of the 
term and keep collecting his 
salary. Benvenisti disdainfully 
rejected the offer and said that it 
ill-suited Kollek and the 
relationship they had had to 
attempt to mollify him with 
money. 

The relationship that developed 
between the two men aver the 
years — intimate yet explosive — 
is reflected even in the bitter 
aftermath of thelr parting. In 
weighing whether or not he will 
run for the City Council aa an in- 
dependent, saya Benvenisti, an 
important consideration will be 
the likelihood of such a candidacy 
cutting significantly into Kollek's 
vote. “I don't want to be responsi- 
ble for Teddy Kollek's not being 


- elected mayor. He can be an ex- 


cellent mayor if he is supported by 
honest, serious and dedicated ad- 
visors. He needs support like that 
which I gave him." ἢ 

Benveniati will decide by the 
end of September whether to run 
or not. 

Kollek, for his part, refused to 
.be interviewed on the subject of 
Benvenlsti: “It's too painful for 
him,” said‘an aide. The mayor 
suggested instead that the 
reporter Interview two senior per- 
sons with whom Benveniati had 
worked in the Tourism Corpora- 
tion, people who — according to 
Benvenisti — would have 
derogatory things to say about 
hin.

TOGETHER, Kollek and 
Benvenist! had helped bring 
Jerusilem through a decade of 
great teating. Kollek had supplied 
an overview of where the city way 
at and where it must head.

‘“Peddy brought us a world ex- 
perience," says a senior City Hall 
official. ‘He was talking about the 
Negroes {n Washington and the 
situation in Belfast when such 
things were very far from our 
minds. If it weren't for his ideas, 
ihe same things that happened 
there would have happened here." 

Koalick, who respected the 
opinions of the academic world, 
regurded Senvenisti as something 
of a house {ntcliectual. “What I 
need are bright young men like 
Meron," he said when he took him 
on at City Hall in 1967. 

According to one source, Kailek 
gave Benveonisli carte-blanche in 
East Jerusalem. ‘Teddy set high 
policy but Mcron‘s contribution in 
East Jerusalem was declaive. If 
there was an argument, Teddy 
always gave way in the end.” 
Says Benvenistl: ‘I fertillzed his 
thinking but without hls dynamle 

_ personality and his bitsufem 

(ability to get things done) things 
would have remained sterile."* It 
was, for instance, Benvenistl who 
proposed that a Jordanian-style 
curriculum be introduced in East 
Jerusalem schools to enable Arab 
students to go on to universities in 
Arab countries, and It was Kollek 
who pushed it through until it was 
approved by the government. 

Benvenisti, who spent two 
months at Harvard on a 
fellowship earlier this year, has - 
been given a $30,000 Rockefeller 
International Fellowship grant 
for a “conflict resolution” study of 
Jerusalem — ἃ detailed analyals 
of the Issues separating Jews and 
Arabs and their respective at- 
titudes to possible solutions. This 
research, which will be under- 
taken with the ald of three 
assistants, wil! occupy him for a 
year. 

There would be little problem 
pursuing an academic career 
abroad, but Benvenisti's ambition 
still Hes in Jerusalem City Hall. “I 
want to contribute to my home 
town," he says. “My decisions 
haven't been just technical 
decisions but value judgements. If 
I want to remain in politics, I 
would have to run for office. I 
don’t want to sound like a Cassan- 
dra, but Jerusalem is at a turning 
point. If we don’t do something 
very soon, thera will be a fun- 
damental change for the worse in 
Its quality of life.”” 

Says someone who has worked 
with Benvenistl: ‘‘Tempcramen- 
tally ag well as by training he’s an 
historian. He has a need to play a 
rote in the historical development 
of Jerusalem, particularly at thia 
time and I had the feeling he was 
preparing himself as the person 
who would take these critical 
decisions." 

History, at least, can offer 
Benvenist! a measure of perspec- 
tive, if not solace, as he broods 
over his apparently frustrated 
ambition and as Koliek searches 
for a new deputy. A recent visitor, 
noting that Benvenist! fell without 
anyone wishing it to happen, sald 
“There are no villains in history."’ 
Benvenisti quickly smiled and 
said, “That's right. Only vic- 
tima."0

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THE ONI¢-ROOM sehool houne 
which same Τῇ years ago stool out 
on the undulating prairie cast of 
tiny Chugwater, Wyoming, must 
have lagked very much Ilke what 
we see today on a TY horae opera, 

In the heart of cowboy country, 
surrounded by wite open spaces, 
distant horizona, wheatfields and 
vattle ranches, this particular 
rural publie school had 20 pupils of 
various ages and at different 
stages of proficiency in the three 
R's. They were all children of 
homesteaders who had staked 
their claims to free land then 
avaliable In the American West. 
Some waiked to school, crossing 
flelds and the open range. Others 
were driven there by wagon and 
others rode their horses in every 
morning — or as often ag they 
could make it to class. Super- 
vising them all, of course, was the 
one Indispenaabie schoolmarm, 

Except that when this teacher 
had to admonigh her charges, she 
Often exclaimed: “Gel in drerd.” 
She learned this and similar juicy 
Yiddish tdioms from her pupils. 
She had to learn — if she was to 
keep up with them. 

“You see, in the whole school 
only the teacher and one pupil 
were not Jewish,” retired Denver 
pharmacist Arnold Sky, an atum- 
nus of whut became known as the 
Chugwater Yiddishe School, told 
The Jerusalem Post. “We kids 
would babble away in Yiddish and 
often tried to put one over the 
teacher by saying something she 
wouldn't understand. Many of ua 
In fact came to school speaking no 
other language but Yiddish — the 
teacher could not help but learn." 

Besides HMnguistic versatility, 
the children, according to Sky, 
taught the teachor the meaning of 
Hanukka at Christmastime, and 
told her of the Exodus when 
Easter was approaching. 

Sky Is a retired pharmaciat liv- 
ing in Denver. His wife is manag:

“Jewish settlers on thelr way 
from Russia tu places like 
Chugwater did see Broadway. 
They became acqualnted with the 
American city and realized that 
there were large Jewish com- 
munities in them and greater 
economic opportunity." 

Dr. Livingston also wonders 
about the ideological commitment 
of many of the homesteaders. 
They wanted to go hack to the 
land, but ag soon as things began 
to go sour many left and went 
back to the clty. They had no 
previous farming experience and 
were more attuned to city life. 

Moreover, Dr. Livingston points 
out that !t was not only Jews who 
were leaving the land, 

“The American agrarian myth 
of the yeoman farmer being the 
backbone of society was being 
confronted with a new reality. The 
real rewards that American socie- 
ty had to offer at its moment of in- 
dustrialization, did not go to the 
farmer but to the businessman. 
That point was probably not lost 
on the Jews of Chugwater cither." 

Finally, Dr. Livingston notes 
that “it is very difficult, given the 
wide expanses in America, to sus- 
tain Jewish communal Ilfe in 
Isolated areas where the Jewish 
population does not reach the 
critical point and is in fact 
diminishing. The fewer Jews in 
Chugwater, the less reason to stay

“Life in Wyoming waa very 
hard. Some may have thought 
they would get ahead and make it 
big, only to discover that while the 
land was free, improvements, Im- 
plements, livestock, houses, 
wells, seeds, etc. were not. People 
borrowed money, and following a 
hailstorm or a drought found 
either the banks or the state 
foreclosing on them. Many work- 
ed hard and lost all they had." 

Sky's own parents expanded 
their orfginal homestead tenfold 
to a farm of 8,200 acres.

mines at Sarabit, just about Τὸ 
kilometres away.” 


HE ALSO ARGUES that Moses‘ 
main aim was to reach the land of 
Canaan as soon as possible by the 
shortest route — which would be 
along the Mediterranean shore. 

Jarvis was fascinated (and 
which traveller 18. not?) by the 
majestic contours of Jebel Hillal 
rising high above the vast spaces 
of the north-castern flatlands 
Close to the Kadesh Barnea area. 
Here, too, many Arabic place- 
names resemble the Hebrew onca 
mentioned in the biblical account 
of the Exodus, The crossing of the 
Red Sca Jarvis places at the 
shallow lagoon of Bardawil. 

The most recent theory about 
the route of the Bxodus and the 
location of Mount Sinai 15 that of a 
young Israeli geographer, Me- 
nashe Harel. . : 

Harel, like Jarvis, completely 
writes off Jebel Musa, Tzuftzufa 
and Sarbal as possibilities. But he 
also rejects Jarvis‘ theory about 
Jebel Hillal, arguing that it {fa 
located too close to Kadesh 
Barnea and that it would take 
much less than the 11 days 
specified in the Bible for the 
journey from one to the other; 

Hare! does not accept the idea 
that the Israelites travelled along 
the northern route, the ''Way of 
the Philistines," because thia im- 
portant military track was gar- 
risoned as heavily as the minea in 
Southern Sinai. : 

In Harel's opinion, the Israclite 
tribes took the central route, from 
what ἰ8 now known as Ismailya, 
turning southward along the Sinai 
shore of the Gulf of Suez, down to 
Wadi Sudar. Here, at the mouth of 
this valley, according to Harel, 
lay Rafidim, and a little way up 
the Wadi Sudar one comes to a 
prominent mountain, Jebel Sin- 
Bishr. This, saya Menashe Harel, 
is the real Mount Sinai. 

The Arabic word ain means 
“tradition Or “‘law-giving’’ and 
bishr (bsora in Hebrew) means 
“revelation.” It is also the only 
mountain in the peninsula which 
clearly preserved the name 
“Sinai.” 

Jebel Sin-Bishr is a relatively 
sma] mountain (618m. above sea 
level and about 800m. above the 
surrounding terrain) and is com- 
paratively easy to climb and des- 
cend. This is an important con- 
sideration in view of the biblical 
fact that Moses was 80 years old 
when he wag commanded to as- 
cend the mountain and receive the 
tablets of the Tora. 

Many Beduin tribes live in the 
area which Menashe Harel 
regards as an indication that 
there was enough pasture for the 
Israelites to camp around the 
mountain for ἃ year or so.

baby — morally concerned 
writers — out with the bathwater 
of post-modern technique. . 

Such problems in identifying the

ed motives behind Gardner's 


work. In part, he is only saying, 
“Ὁ tempore! O mores!” — the 
complaint every generation 
makes about the decline of 
goodness and morality in its own 
times. Homer and Dante set 
Gardner's standards, and literally 
no pre-twentieth century writer is 
deemed as morally deficient as 
those in the post-modernist pan- 
theon:, Barth, Bartheleme, Gass, 
Hawkes, Pynchon, and others. 
As we have seen, Gardner also 
deplores the experimental nature 
of recent literature. And, because 
he is concerned with criticism as 
well, Gardner attacks those who 
value the linguistic and structural 
pyrotechnics of contemporary fic- 
tion without searching beyond the 
artitices of form for form's sake. 


STILL, there is something in what 
Gardner says. The moral Involve- 
ment of the author seems to be one 
of the major reasons, for exam- 
ple, why John Fowles' Dantet 
Marlin is a beautiful and moving 
work, and Willlam Gass'.
